He listed seven sample questions that he gets from these Tndl!vT3- 
uals and asked if Mr. Hoover could furnish him any information to 
aid him in satisfying the people he represents. 

Mr. Rousselot is the Republican Representative for 
the 25th District of California and he is serving his first term. 
There are no references in Bufiles that are identifiable with him. 
He is a native of Los Angeles and a graduate of the Principia 
College, Elsah, Illinois, where he majored in political science 
and business administration. He previously served as Director 
of Public Relations, Pacific Finance Corporation of Los Angeles 
and held the same position with the Federal Housing Administration 
in Washington. He was also Deputy to the Chairman, Board of 
Equalization of the State of California. 

In the interest of cultivating future relations 
with Congressman Rousselot, it is felt we should consider acknow- 
ledging his first letter personally.
